REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 

For  the  Year  Ended  September  30,  1935 

IN  accordance  with  the  directions  of  the  Trustees,  there  is 
presented  herewith  a  report  of  the  proceedings  of  Carnegie 
Corporation  for  the  fiscal  year  1934-35. 

Two  of  the  members  of  the  Board  longest  in  service  died  in 
October,  1934.  James  Bertram  was  appointed  a  life  Trustee  in 
1 91 1  upon  the  organization  of  the  Corporation  and  served  as 
Secretary  of  the  Board  from  then  until  the  day  of  his  death. 
John  A.  Poynton,  who  had  succeeded  Mr.  Bertram  in  1914  as 
Mr.  Carnegie’s  private  secretary,  was  elected  to  the  Board  two 
years  later  for  a  five-year  term  and  reelected  in  1921,  1926  and 
1931.  To  the  administration  of  American  foundations  few  men, 
if  any,  have  given  longer  continuous  service  than  James  Ber¬ 
tram;  he  has  a  place,  and  an  important  place,  in  their  develop¬ 
ment,  but  he  will  be  remembered  rather  for  the  integrity  of  his 
character,  for  the  picturesqueness  of  his  personality,  and  his 
dauntless  courage  in  the  face  of  the  majority,  a  courage  fre¬ 
quently  displayed,  for  in  his  presence  things  never  went  by 
default. 

At  their  meeting  in  October,  1934,  the  Trustees  of  the  Cor¬ 
poration  adopted  the  following  minutes: 

The  Trustees  of  Carnegie  Corporation  direct  that  there  be 
entered  in  the  corporate  records  an  expression  of  their  sorrow 
and  deep  sense  of  loss  upon  the  death  of  their  colleague,  James 
Bertram. 

His  sudden  death  on  October  23  brings  to  a  close  a  record  of 
service  to  Carnegie  Corporation  unique  in  its  character.  From 
the  organization  of  the  Board  until  this  day,  he  has  always  been 
present  at  its  sessions,  and  has  recorded  its  proceedings.  He 
enjoyed  the  privilege  of  long  and  intimate  relations  with  the 
Founder;  his  study  of  all  proposals  before  the  Board  was  pains¬ 
taking  and  thorough;  he  was  unremitting  in  his  attention  to 
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the  finances  of  the  Corporation.  His  every  act  as  a  Trustee, 
and  as  an  Officer  has  reflected  the  integrity  of  his  character, 
and  the  sturdy  independence  of  his  judgment. 

The  Trustees  of  Carnegie  Corporation  direct  that  there  be 
entered  in  the  corporate  records  an  expression  of  their  sorrow 
and  deep  sense  of  loss  upon  the  death  of  their  colleague,  John 
Albert  Poynton. 

His  devoted  service  as  a  young  man  to  the  Founder  of  Car¬ 
negie  Corporation  during  the  closing  years  of  his  life  will  always 
be  held  in  appreciative  remembrance  by  this  Board.  In  1916, 
Mr.  Poynton  became  himself  a  Trustee  of  the  Corporation, 
and  until  his  death  on  October  23  at  the  early  age  of  53  years, 
was  untiring  in  his  attention  to  its  affairs.  To  him  the  Officers 
of  the  Corporation  are  under  special  obligation  because  of  his 
uniform  readiness  to  undertake  any  service,  great  or  small,  in 
its  interest.  From  1927  to  1931,  Mr.  Poynton  was  a  member 
of  the  Executive  Committee,  serving  from  1930  to  1931  as  its 
Chairman. 

As  the  present  Report  is  being  prepared  for  the  printer,  it  is 
the  sad  duty  of  the  writer  to  record  a  third  bereavement,  the 
weight  of  which  it  is  too  early  either  for  him  or  his  associates  to 
appreciate.  On  September  1,  Robert  A.  Franks,  Life  Trustee 
upon  Mr.  Carnegie’s  designation,  Treasurer  and  Vice-Chair¬ 
man  of  the  Board,  died  in  West  Orange,  New  Jersey.  For 
twenty-eight  years  before  the  organization  of  the  Corporation, 
Mr.  Franks  had  been  the  trusted  personal  representative  of  Mr. 
Carnegie,  and  while  the  Board  is  fortunate  in  still  retaining 
upon  its  membership  several  who  enjoyed  the  friendship  and 
confidence  of  the  Founder,  the  death  of  Mr.  Franks  has  severed 
the  last  direct  tie  between  the  Corporation  and  his  personal 
staff. 

On  December  20  Mrs.  Roswell  Miller,  daughter  of  Andrew 
Carnegie,  was  unanimously  elected  a  Trustee  of  the  Corpora¬ 
tion. 
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Mr.  Bertram’s  place  as  Secretary  of  the  Corporation  has  been 
filled  by  the  selection  of  Mr.  Robert  M.  Lester,  Mr.  John  M. 
Russell  being  promoted  to  replace  Mr.  Lester  as  Assistant  to  the 
President. 

The  Year’s  Record 

For  the  first  time  in  four  years  this  annual  Report  will  contain 
no  extended  comment  upon  the  financial  situation  of  the  Cor¬ 
poration.  The  long  task  of  reducing  obligations  against  future 
income  to  a  safe  figure  has  now  been  achieved,  with  the  single 
exception  of  the  situation  in  regard  to  the  Teachers  Insurance 
and  Annuity  Association,  and  the  reserves  built  up  to  meet 
capital  depreciation  and  other  emergencies  appear  to  be  ade¬ 
quate  for  these  purposes.  That  the  Corporation  must  face  the 
prospect  of  reduced  income  in  the  future  is  certain,  in  view  of 
the  low  level  of  interest  rates  now  prevailing. 

As  to  the  activities  of  the  year,  the  following  tables,  covering 
a  five-year  period,  show  that  there  has  been  no  significant 
change,  either  in  the  totals  voted  and  actually  expended,  or  in 
the  proportion  of  grants  allotted  to  the  different  fields:

An  examination  of  the  detailed  record  of  grants  voted  during 
the  year  (Appendix,  page  43)  will  show  the  following: 

Under  library  interests,  a  single  endowment  grant  has  been 
made,  to  Mount  Holyoke  College.  There  are  relatively  few 
book  purchase  grants,  pending  results  of  a  study  of  the  junior 
college  field.  Under  adult  education,  provision  has  been  made 
to  finance  the  National  Advisory  Council  on  Radio  in  Educa¬ 
tion  for  a  three-year  period,  after  which  both  the  Council  and 
the  Corporation  are  agreed  that  the  former  should  find  inde¬ 
pendent  financial  support.  The  Board  of  Education  of  Des 
Moines,  Iowa,  has  been  enabled  to  continue  the  educational 
forums  established  in  that  city  in  1932  for  an  additional  three- 
year  period.  In  the  arts,  the  enthusiastic  reception  of  art  and 
music  sets  is  reflected  by  a  marked  increase  in  the  sums  devoted 
to  the  preparation  of  new  sets,  the  total  for  the  year  being 
$310,000.  In  the  related  field  of  museums,  the  reports  of  the 
Museums  Association  (British)  have  been  followed  by  a  num¬ 
ber  of  grants  in  Canada  and  South  Africa. 

Under  research,  studies  and  publications,  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  field  of  general  education  continues  to  occupy  the  leading 
place.  The  cooperative  program  with  The  Carnegie  Foundation 
has  been  continued;  and  the  Institute  of  Educational  Research 
of  Teachers  College,  Columbia  University,  has  been  supported 
for  a  five-year  period  for  a  study  of  human  nature  and  changes 
in  the  social  order.  New  projects  in  the  interest  of  the  African 
Natives  are  also  included. 
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Next  in  order  come  grants  in  pure  science,  made  chiefly 
through  the  Carnegie  Institution  of  Washington.  In  general, 
these  represent  a  continuation  of  interest  on  the  part  of  the 
Corporation  in  fields  entered  into  in  previous  years. 

Under  the  present  system  of  classification,  grants  not  in¬ 
cluded  under  any  of  the  earlier  captions  are  grouped  as  general. 
Since  these  aggregate  the  large  sum  of  $  1,274,800,  some  analysis 
of  the  total  may  be  of  interest.  More  than  one-third  is  covered 
by  grants  to  the  Carnegie  Endowment  and  to  the  Teachers  In¬ 
surance  and  Annuity  Association,  and  about  one-sixth  was 
voted,  usually  in  small  amounts,  in  support  of  current  Corpora¬ 
tion  programs.  Of  the  remainder,  the  greater  part  has  gone  to 
colleges  and  universities,  including  about  $ 100,000  for  college 
experimental  purposes,  $150,000  to  meet  various  emergency 
conditions,  and  $162,000  in  two  grants  for  institutional  develop¬ 
ment.  Of  interest  as  ventures  into  fields  hitherto  unoccupied 
are  a  grant  of  $50,000  to  the  American  Bar  Association  toward  a 
coordination  of  the  activities  of  state  and  local  associations  and 
one  of  $40,000  toward  the  financing  of  a  survey  of  the  hospital 
situation  in  New  York  City. 

The  grants  voted  by  a  foundation  in  any  fiscal  year  tell  only 
one  part  of  the  story,  however.  During  the  year  the  results  of 
previous  grants  must  be  studied  and  digested;  the  lessons  these 
may  teach  for  the  future  must  be  sought.  General  trends  must 
be  observed  with  a  view  to  estimating  their  influence  upon  the 
program;  proposals  for  future  grants  must  be  appraised,  and, 
perhaps  more  important,  the  foundation  must  be  on  the  alert  to 
find  new  ways  to  exercise  its  own  initiative.  The  sections  which 
follow  form,  therefore,  a  running  comment  upon  the  year’s  ex¬ 
perience  without  reference  necessarily  to  whether  a  grant  has 
been  voted  during  the  year  under  review,  or,  indeed,  whether  a 
grant  has  as  yet  been  voted  at  all.  The  length  of  each  section,  it 
may  be  added,  reflects  neither  the  extent  of  the  Corporation’s 
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investment  nor  the  degree  of  its  interest.  Certain  fields  of 
major  interest,  particularly  those  which  have  been  discussed  at 
length  in  recent  reports,  will  receive  but  brief  comment,  while 
for  other  activities  a  more  extended  discussion  seems  timely. 

The  Library 

The  year  under  review  was  the  last  of  ten  devoted  to  a  program 
of  library  activity  announced  in  the  annual  Report  of  1926. 
Generally  speaking,  the  program  has  been  satisfactorily  carried 
out.  One  of  its  features  was  the  establishment  of  a  library 
school  of  a  new  type  at  the  University  of  Chicago,  and  it  is  a 
pleasure  to  report  that  the  present  director  of  that  school  is 
now  president  of  the  American  Library  Association.  Upon  one 
part  of  the  program,  the  providing  of  permanent  resources  for 
certain  other  schools,  further  study  is  needed  before  a  decision 
can  be  reached. 

The  task  to  which  the  Corporation  set  itself  somewhat  later 
of  increasing  the  reading  opportunities  for  American  students  is 
still  going  forward.  While  the  grants  already  made  for  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  books  for  colleges  of  the  liberal  arts  have  by  no  means 
met  the  needs  of  all  deserving  institutions,  they  have  been  suffi¬ 
cient  to  make  the  demonstration  contemplated.  The  present 
year  has  been  devoted  to  a  study  of  the  corresponding  needs  in 
junior  colleges  and  an  active  program  in  this  field  should  be 
undertaken  in  the  year  to  come.  This  should  be  followed  by 
similar  study  and  activity  as  to  normal  schools,  teachers  colleges 
and  other  professional  institutions,  as,  for  example,  those  in 
engineering  and  agriculture.  The  needs  of  museums  and  scien¬ 
tific  institutions  and  the  like  present  a  somewhat  different  but 
not  unrelated  problem. 

There  are  other  matters  in  which  the  Corporation  has  been 
concerned,  though  not  so  directly,  upon  which  further  study  and 
further  activity  of  a  qualitative  rather  than  a  quantitative 
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character  may  prove  desirable.  Among  these  are,  for  the  li¬ 
brarians  themselves,  fuller  opportunities  for  small  discussion 
groups  and  for  research  upon  professional  problems  growing  out 
of  such  discussion,  as,  for  example,  an  inquiry  upon  broad 
lines  regarding  the  relations  of  the  library  to  other  forms  of  edu¬ 
cation,  perhaps  most  notably  to  the  adult  education  movement. 
Further,  fuller  consideration  should  be  given  to  certain  person¬ 
nel  problems,  particularly  recruitment  and  provision  for  retire¬ 
ment.  Librarians  can  make  themselves  more  useful  than  they 
now  are  in  recognizing  the  need  for  books  as  yet  unwritten, 
books  on  important  subjects  that  should  be  authoritative, 
simple  and  readable,  and  in  exerting  the  influence  of  their  pro¬ 
fession  to  see  that  such  books  are  written  and  published. 

Hard  times  made  institutional  cooperation  a  necessity.  It  is 
now  being  recognized  as  an  opportunity,  and  such  experimental 
programs  as  that  of  the  regional  library  center  at  Denver  should 
be  extended.  Further  institutional  experimentation  is  also  de¬ 
sirable  in  meeting  community  needs,  and  the  demonstrations 
should  be  so  organized  as  to  have  greater  exemplary  value  than 
at  present.  The  past  few  years  have  made  serious  gaps  in  book 
and  periodical  collections.  Some  of  these  the  libraries  them¬ 
selves  may  make  up  through  increased  purchasing  power;  for 
others  they  must  secure  help  from  outside. 

It  should  be  noted  that  other  movements  in  which  the  Cor¬ 
poration  is  interested  not  infrequently  have  their  influence  on 
the  library  situation.  The  shift  in  modern  college  education 
from  the  curriculum  to  the  individual  student  has  meant  not 
only  the  need  of  more  books  in  the  college  library  but  a  new  and 
often  embarrassing  pressure  upon  the  near-by  public  library. 
Similarly,  in  various  types  of  social  and  educational  com¬ 
munity  experiment,  the  library  facilities  available  have  fre¬ 
quently  proved  to  be  the  determining  factor  as  between  success 
and  failure. 
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Generally  speaking,  activities  in  the  British  Dominions  are  at 
a  relatively  earlier  stage  of  library  evolution.  Certainly  in  the 
Southern  Dominions  chief  attention  must  still  be  devoted  to 
bringing  forward  the  public  library  idea  on  broad  and  simple 
lines.  Canada  occupies  an  intermediate  place  and  might  prof¬ 
itably  be  included  in  certain  more  “advanced”  plans. 

New  applications  of  scientific  discoveries  are  certain  in  many 
ways  to  modify  the  responsibilities  of  the  Corporation  for  the 
diffusion  of  knowledge  and  understanding;  of  these  none  is  more 
important  than  the  current  steps  to  replace  paper  by  photo¬ 
graphic  film  as  the  material  upon  which  printed  records  may  in 
many  instances  be  stored  and  distributed.  Notably  at  Yale 
University,  the  Huntington  Library  and  the  Library  of  Con¬ 
gress,  great  progress  has  been  made  in  the  filming  of  rare  docu¬ 
ments,  both  in  manuscript  and  print,  library  cards  and  all 
sorts  of  bibliographic  aids,  and  the  Corporation  is  contribut¬ 
ing  toward  the  cost  of  an  inquiry  upon  the  durability  of  film 
material.  These  developments  seem  destined  to  change  pro¬ 
foundly  current  bibliographic  technique,  and,  perhaps  more 
important,  it  appears  likely  that  they  will  also  accelerate  the 
present  tendency  among  librarians  to  shift  their  thinking,  or 
rather  the  center  of  their  thinking,  from  matters  which  may 
be  called  promotional  to  matters  which  deal  more  directly  with 
the  scholarly  side  of  their  profession,  the  side  in  which  librarian- 
ship  in  America  is  at  present  least  developed.  One  of  our 
leaders  in  library  progress  has  recently  stated  that  the  next 
great  step  in  American  library  development  will  be  the  coordi¬ 
nation  and  pooling  of  resources  for  scholarly  research  and  for 
popular  education  alike.  He  adds  that  the  English  have  given 
us  a  lead  as  to  ways  and  means  in  both  fields.  A  more  general 
tendency  on  the  part  of  American  librarians  to  look  beyond 
their  own  frontiers  might  have  an  even  broader  significance 
than  the  advancement  of  their  profession.  They  have  already 
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spread  throughout  the  world  a  knowledge  of  what  they  them¬ 
selves  have  learned  regarding  the  practical  administration  of 
the  library  and  the  development  of  its  service  to  the  com¬ 
munity,  and  in  so  doing  they  have  made  a  real  contribution 
to  that  interchange  of  cultural  ideas  upon  which  any  durable 
international  understanding  must  ultimately  be  based.  In 
seeking  in  other  lands  information  as  to  these  other  aspects  of 
their  profession,  they  would  round  out,  and  in  an  important 
way,  the  international  exchange  of  ideas. 

Adult  Education 

In  addition  to  the  program  in  Des  Moines,  already  referred  to, 
an  interesting  and  instructive  forum  demonstration  has  been 
made  in  another  center,  Springfield,  Massachusetts.  The  place 
of  science  in  adult  education,  or  perhaps  it  should  be  the  place  of 
adult  education  in  science,  has  been  a  topic  of  active  inquiry  and 
discussion  during  the  year,  and  the  Corporation  has  made  pro¬ 
vision  for  a  continuation  of  this  study.  The  list  of  publications 
issued  in  each  year  under  the  auspices  of  the  American  Associa¬ 
tion  for  Adult  Education,  and  usually  with  the  support  of  the 
Carnegie  Corporation,  is  always  impressive,  but  the  series  for 
1 934-3 5  seems  particularly  noteworthy.  (See  list  in  Appendix, 
page  63.)  The  attention  which  the  Journal  of  Adult  Educa¬ 
tion  and  the  separate  books  and  pamphlets  receive  reflects  not 
only  a  desire  on  the  part  of  the  workers  in  the  field  to  have 
definite  information  as  to  the  success  or  failure  of  experimental 
programs  and  the  like,  but  also  a  very  widespread  desire  on  the 
part  of  the  public  at  large  for  guidance  and  leadership.  To  the 
Corporation  itself,  one  of  these  publications  is  of  special  sig¬ 
nificance,  Mr.  M.  A.  Cartwright’s  Ten  Years  of  Adult  Edu¬ 
cation .*  Space  permits  but  a  brief  and  necessarily  inadequate 
summary  in  this  Report:

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The  ten  years,  1925-1935,  reviewed  by  Mr.  Cartwright,  cover 
the  all-important  period  during  which  many  diverse  elements  in 
American  life  and  thought  were  combining  to  form  what  is  now 
known  as  the  American  adult  education  movement.  In  this 
process,  the  American  Association,  founded  in  1926,  has  acted 
as  a  sort  of  catalytic  agent.  The  Association  early  defined  its 
purpose  as  “an  attempt  to  interpret,  to  explain,  to  clarify,  and 
only  in  a  limited  degree  to  propagandize  for  adult  education”; 
it  declared  itself  “unwilling  to  dictate  or  superimpose  the  con¬ 
tent  and  form  of  adult  education”;  it  desired  “to  maintain  a 
policy  of  generous  aid,  non-dictatorial  in  character”;  it  delib¬ 
erately  turned  away  from  all  temptations  “to  become  an 
operating  body  in  any  subject-matter  field.”  Throughout  its 
existence,  the  Association  has  adhered  closely  to  the  policies 
thus  outlined.  Nevertheless,  it  would  be  overweening  modesty 
to  suggest  that  the  responsibility  and  influence  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion  have  not  been  great.  That  influence  has  been  exerted 
partly  through  its  publications,  of  which  none  has  been  more 
potent  in  its  effect  than  Professor  Thorndike’s  Adult  Interests  A 
partly  through  its  annual  meetings;  and  partly  through  its 
functioning  as  the  recommendatory  body  in  the  development  of 
the  Corporation’s  program  in  the  interest  of  adult  education. 

Mr.  Cartwright  appraises  past  and  current  performance  in 
no  fewer  than  thirty-four  subdivisions  of  the  field.  Tie  tells  of 
the  inception  of  important  new  forms,  such  as  alumni  education 
programs  and  educational  broadcasts.  He  shows  how,  as  the 
movement  has  grown  in  size,  in  force,  and  in  clear  perception  of 
its  own  purposes,  older  programs  have  been  broadened,  liberal¬ 
ized,  and  more  closely  adapted  to  American  conditions.  He 
reports  disappointments  and  weaknesses  as  faithfully  as  he 
notes  the  signs  of  progress.  And  he  discusses  old  educational 
tangles,  such  as  the  cultural-vocational  dispute  and  the  ques¬ 
tions  of  indoctrination  and  propaganda,  which  have  cropped  up 
afresh  in  adult  education,  and  old  problems  new  in  form,  such 
as  the  current  attempts  of  the  pseudo-educational  profiteer  to 
sell  his  wares.  He  estimates  that  approximately  20,000,000  per¬ 
sons  are  now  engaged  in  some  form  of  adult  education,  and  that

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the  total  cost  of  upkeep  in  the  ten  years  can  not  have  been  less 
than  ten  or  twelve  billions  of  dollars.  But  it  is  not  upon  such 
estimates  that  he  bases  his  conclusion  that  “there  is  reason  to 
hope  and  to  suspect  that  the  adult  education  happenings  of  the 
decade  just  closing  constitute  definite  progress  on  the  road  to  a 
national  culture,  and  that  .  .  .  they  indicate  a  change  in  our 
national  process  of  evaluation  of  that  which  comprises  the 
good  life.” 

The  decision  of  the  Corporation  to  support  the  National  Ad¬ 
visory  Council  on  Radio  in  Education  for  an  additional  three- 
year  period,  and  certain  encouraging  signs  of  interest  on  the  part 
of  other  foundations  may  be  interpreted  as  confirming  the  belief 
that,  baffling  as  may  be  the  difficulties  facing  any  conscious 
attempt  to  advance  the  educational  influence  of  the  radio,  the 
goal  is  of  such  importance  that  our  efforts  must  continue  despite 
the  certainty  of  constant  disappointment.  In  Occupations,  the 
situation  is  somewhat  analogous.  As  to  the  sincerity  and  devo¬ 
tion  of  workers  in  the  field,  there  can  be  no  question,  but  the 
movement  is  at  a  stage  when,  to  the  outside  observer  at  any 
rate,  each  worker,  be  he  teacher,  personnel  officer,  counsellor, 
psychologist,  psychiatrist,  job  analyst,  statistician  or  economist, 
tends  to  exaggerate  the  contribution  to  be  made  by  his  own 
specialty  and  to  under-estimate  that  which  can  be  made  by 
others.  In  view  of  the  essential  importance  of  a  fuller  under¬ 
standing  than  we  have  today  as  to  the  relationship  between 
learning  and  doing,  and  in  recognition  that  difficulties  must 
serve  not  as  a  deterrent  but  as  a  challenge,  the  Corporation  has 
continued  its  support  of  the  National  Occupational  Council, 
which,  like  the  radio  Council,  is  an  offshoot  from  its  original 
adult  educational  program. 

Fine  Arts  and  Museums 

No  one  today  would  question  the  inclusion  of  the  arts  in  any 
program  for  general  cultural  advancement;  on  the  other  hand, 
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no  field  of  activity  into  which  the  Carnegie  Corporation  has 
entered  has  presented  more  difficult  problems  of  selection  and 
appraisal.  With  a  view  to  getting  light  upon  its  future  activi¬ 
ties,  the  Corporation  asked  Mr.  Eric  Clarke  to  study  the  possi¬ 
bilities  open  to  a  non-departmentalized  trust  in  the  field  of 
music,  and  Professor  Arthur  Pope  was  invited  to  make,  through 
the  Carnegie  Foundation,  a  corresponding  inquiry  as  to  the  pic¬ 
torial  arts.  Neither  gentleman  had  been  in  any  way  responsible 
for  the  past  program  of  the  Corporation  in  these  fields.  Out  of 
Mr.  Clarke’s  study  has  come  the  publication  of  a  book  entitled 
Music  in  Everyday  Life*  which  is  commended  to  the  attention 
of  any  person  at  all  interested  in  the  graces  of  life.  Within  a 
more  limited  field,  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Music  in 
the  Colleges,  prepared  by  Dr.  Randall  Thompson,  and  recently 
published  under  the  title  of  College  Music f  is  a  noteworthy 
document  which  will  be  welcomed  alike  by  friends  of  music 
and  by  college  trustees  and  executives. 

Professor  Pope’s  reports  upon  the  pictorial  arts  are  not  yet 
ready  for  publication;  his  general  conclusions  may,  however,  be 
summarized  as  follows: 

In  Professor  Pope’s  reports,  it  is  pointed  out  that  progress 
in  the  fine  arts,  or  visual  arts — both  from  the  point  of  view  of 
general  appreciation  which  goes  to  the  enrichment  of  the 
spiritual  side  of  life,  and  from  that  of  production  which  is  a 
matter  partly  of  discriminating  demand  and  partly  of  com¬ 
petence  in  design  and  workmanship — depends  on  more  wide¬ 
spread  and  more  thorough  understanding  of  visual  art  as  a 
whole.  For  this  reason,  education  in  the  fine  arts  in  schools, 
colleges,  universities  and  museums  is  of  the  first  importance. 
Since  improved  teaching  in  the  schools  and  also  in  the  museums 
depends  on  a  supply  of  teachers  better  trained  in  the  subject, 
improvement  of  advanced  study  in  the  colleges  and  univer-

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sities  which  turn  out  the  teachers  is  a  primary  end,  and  our 
chief  efforts,  for  the  time  being,  may  well  be  concentrated  on 
this  point.  Mr.  Pope  believes  that  the  training  of  leaders  in  all 
aspects  of  the  fine  arts  should  be  upon  the  same  level  of  pro¬ 
fessional  preparation  as  is  the  case  today  in  law  or  medicine, 
and  to  that  end  he  advises  the  building  up  of  one  or  two  com¬ 
prehensive  graduate  schools  of  the  visual  arts,  quite  different 
from  any  existing  art  school  or  department.  While  he  recog¬ 
nizes  that  this  would  take  time  and  study  to  accomplish,  he  is 
confident  it  is  not  so  impracticable  as  might  appear  on  first 
sight.  The  details  of  his  plan  with  suggestions  of  certain  pos¬ 
sible  changes  in  aims  and  methods  of  established  art  schools  are 
discussed  in  his  forthcoming  report  to  the  Carnegie  Foundation. 

In  addition,  Mr.  Pope  directs  the  attention  of  the  Corpora¬ 
tion,  as  fruitful  fields  of  activity,  to  the  following: 

Support  of  research  and  publication  in  the  fine  arts — the 
backbone  of  all  progressive  study. 

Scholarships  and  fellowships,  especially  summer  scholarships 
and  those  for  present  teachers  and  workers  in  museums. 

Distribution  of  reproductive  material  of  all  sorts,  including 
photographs,  slides,  film-strips,  moving-pictures,  etc. — a  con¬ 
tinuance  and  possible  extension  of  work  already  undertaken. 

Experiments  in  methods  of  instruction,  like  those  already 
conducted  by  the  University  of  Minnesota  at  Owatonna,  the 
Worcester  Museum,  and  the  Cincinnati  Museum,  as  possible 
models  which  may  be  copied  in  other  localities  within  a 
reasonable  outlay  of  funds — further  experiments  of  this 
nature  as  opportunities  arise. 

In  his  judgment,  the  question  of  travelling  exhibitions  and 
the  problems,  financial  and  other,  of  our  national  and  local  art 
associations  require  further  study  before  recommendations 
as  to  the  future  are  in  order. 

Meanwhile,  though  certain  support  grants  have  been  con¬ 
tinued,  notably  one  for  a  five-year  period  to  the  American  Asso- 
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ciation  of  Museums,  the  chief  activity  for  the  year  has,  as  al¬ 
ready  stated,  been  in  the  preparation  of  study  sets.  Though 
these  sets  were  assembled  for  a  very  definite  purpose,  namely,  to 
liberalize  the  opportunities  of  students  in  colleges  and  schools 
of  liberal  arts,  the  sets  themselves  have  been  in  great  demand  by 
other  organizations,  notably  libraries  and  adult  education  cen¬ 
ters,  and  the  reader  of  observant  eye  will  note  in  the  current  list 
of  appropriations  the  allotment  of  a  music  set  to  the  Yale  Club 
of  New  YY>rk  and  will  wonder,  as  we  do  ourselves,  if  this  be  the 
result  of  a  passing  fancy  on  the  part  of  a  committee  chairman 
or  a  real  sign  of  the  times. 

The  surveys  of  the  British  Museums  Association  financed  by 
the  Corporation  have  proved  useful  in  making  allotments  for 
museum  purposes — primarily  with  reference  to  educational 
services — in  the  four  Dominions,  in  the  West  Indies  and  in 
other  Colonies.  Though  India  and  Burma  technically  fall  out¬ 
side  the  range  of  Corporation  activities,  a  grant  for  the  exten¬ 
sion  of  the  survey  to  these  countries  has  been  made  in  order  that 
the  comprehensive  report  may  include  all  parts  of  the  British 
Empire. 

General  Research  and  Inquiry 
Turning  to  other  scholarly  and  scientific  activities  with  which 
the  Corporation  is  concerned,  the  great  program  of  the  American 
Law  Institute  is  going  forward  according  to  schedule  and  should 
be  completed  in  1939.  With  the  appearance  of  the  successive 
volumes  of  the  Re-statement  of  the  Common  Law,  the  work  is 
becoming  better  understood  and  more  widely  used  by  judges 
and  lawyers  (some  five  hundred  citations  in  the  courts  have  al¬ 
ready  been  noted),  and  in  the  teaching  of  the  law  as  well. 

Repercussions  from  the  report  of  the  Commission  on  the  So¬ 
cial  Studies  have  continued  during  the  year,  the  conflict  raging 
almost  wholly  around  the  volume  of  general  findings,  and  The 
Social  Studies ,  formerly  the  History  Teachers  Magazine ,  is 
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affording  a  useful  channel  for  a  continuation  of  the  discussions. 
The  separate  volumes  upon  specific  topics,  of  which  ten  in  all 
have  now  been  published,  have  without  exception  been  wel¬ 
comed  by  teachers  as  important  aids  in  meeting  the  problems 
before  them. 

While  valuable  preliminary  work  has  been  accomplished  for 
the  comprehensive  Study  of  Equatorial  and  Southern  Africa, 
under  the  guidance  of  the  Secretary,  Miss  Hilda  Matheson,  the 
active  participation  of  the  Director,  Sir  Malcolm  Hailey,  has 
necessarily  been  delayed  through  calls  upon  him  by  the  British 
Government  for  counsel  in  the  preparation  of  the  Government 
of  India  Bill.  The  recent  passage  of  the  Bill  having  now  freed 
Sir  Malcolm  from  other  responsibilities,  he  has  assumed  active 
direction  of  the  enterprise  and  is  now  in  Africa. 

Research  as  to  the  nature  of  the  cosmic  rays  continues  to  re¬ 
ceive  the  support  of  the  Corporation,  the  various  studies  being 
coordinated  through  the  Carnegie  Institution  of  Washington. 

Since  the  fortunate  discovery  of  insulin  in  1923,  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  has  devoted  the  major  share  of  the  sums  allotted  for  studies 
in  pure  science  to  endocrine  and  vitamin  research.  The  time 
may  now  have  come  to  seek  a  new  field  of  concentration,  not  in 
the  least  that  these  studies  have  failed  to  be  fruitful,  but  because 
this  can  no  longer  be  regarded  as  a  neglected  field  to  which 
attention  need  be  called.  Quite  the  contrary,  for,  according  to 
Sir  Frederick  Hopkins,  three  vitamin  researches  a  day  on  the 
average  are  now  being  published  throughout  the  world. 


Newer  Fields 

The  Corporation  is  continuing  to  feel  its  way  in  the  newer  fields 
of  activity  referred  to  in  the  Report  for  1934,  namely,  Mental 
Hygiene,  Dental  Education  and  Research,  Techniques  of  Sta¬ 
tistical  Analysis. 
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It  is  too  early  to  appraise  the  results  of  the  research  grants 
thus  far  made  in  dentistry,  but  the  report  of  the  Curriculum 
Survey  Committee  of  the  American  Association  of  Dental 
Schools,*  published  during  the  year,  is  a  substantial  document 
representing  much  intelligent  labor  on  the  part  of  leading  teach¬ 
ers  of  dentistry,  which  should  prove  most  useful  in  determining 
further  steps  in  this  field.  If  experience  in  the  related  field  of 
medicine  be  any  criterion,  opportunities  for  research,  carefully 
selected  and  adequately  supported,  will  probably  prove  the 
most  useful  contribution  to  the  advancement  of  the  profession 
of  dentistry. 

Although  there  are  honorable  exceptions,  most  American 
foundations,  our  own  included,  were  slow  to  recognize  the 
opportunities  open  to  them  in  the  field  of  mental  health.  Today 
the  situation  is  reversed,  and  it  is  already  evident  that  a  prob¬ 
lem  of  first  importance  for  each  trust  will  be  one  of  selection,  of 
finding  that  part  of  the  general  field  in  which  it  can  be  most  use¬ 
ful.  As  a  basis  for  this  general  inquiry,  all  are  fortunate  in 
having  available  the  volume  entitled  The  Problem  of  Mental 
Disorder .f  This  book,  to  which  leaders  in  many  branches  have 
contributed,  has  been  prepared  under  the  editorial  direction  of 
Professor  Madison  Bentley  and  Professor  E.  V.  Cowdry,  under 
a  grant  by  the  Corporation  to  the  National  Research  Council. 
It  appears  likely  that  the  role  of  the  Corporation  will  be  found 
somewhere  in  the  relations  of  mental  hygiene  to  education, 
rather  than  in  research  or  clinical  studies  or  institutional 
demonstrations. 

Both  in  dentistry  and  in  mental  hygiene,  there  appear  to  be 
unusual  opportunities  open  to  the  Corporation  in  the  Southern 
Dominions  of  the  British  Empire.

The  contribution  of  $1,000,000  in  1917  to  start  the  Teachers 
Insurance  and  Annuity  Association  upon  its  way,  plus  the  sup¬ 
plementary  grants  aggregating  $1,254,045  made  to  the  Associa¬ 
tion  in  later  years,  either  directly  or  through  the  Carnegie 
Foundation,  constitutes  by  no  means  the  largest  grant  of  the 
Corporation  to  a  single  institution,  but  no  contribution  made 
by  it  has  achieved  more  important  or  far-reaching  results;  none 
has  greater  promise  of  continued  usefulness  in  the  future.  The 
recent  observations  of  the  Association’s  Board  of  Trustees,  pub¬ 
lished  in  their  current  annual  Report,*  as  to  the  desirability  of  a 
change  in  the  present  relationship  between  the  Corporation 
and  the  Association  are,  therefore,  of  the  greatest  interest  to 
the  former.  These  observations  may  briefly  be  summarized  as 
follows : 

While  the  relationship  between  the  Carnegie  Corporation  and 
the  Teachers  Insurance  and  Annuity  Association  has  been  a 
harmonious  one  and  there  is  no  indication  that  the  Corporation 
has  departed  from  its  attitude  of  generous  solicitude  for  the  wel¬ 
fare  of  the  Association,  the  Association’s  dependent  status  is  not 
one  that  it  can  itself  any  longer  regard  as  businesslike,  suitable 
or  consonant  with  its  permanent  interests.  Its  operating  plans 
ought  not  to  have  to  depend  for  their  execution  upon  the  good 
will  of  another  body.  The  Association  must  therefore  commit 
itself  to  the  goal  of  ultimate  independence  of  the  Carnegie 
Boards  and  to  that  end  must  seek  an  additional  endowment 
from  the  Carnegie  Corporation  which  shall  be  large  enough  at 
least  to  cover  the  sums  now  currently  required  from  the  Cor¬ 
poration.  Such  an  endowment  will  make  it  unnecessary  to  look 
to  any  other  source  of  revenue  for  the  expense  of  servicing 
policies  now  in  force.  For  the  time  being  the  Carnegie  Corpora¬ 
tion  will  continue  to  hold  the  stock  of  the  Company  and  to  vote

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it,  but  it  may  be  found  desirable  when  the  endowment  is  paid 
to  have  the  stock  lodged  in  a  specially  constituted  body  of 
voting  trustees. 

The  Corporation  has  its  own  reasons,  set  forth  in  earlier  an¬ 
nual  Reports,  for  funding  its  current  payments  to  the  Associa¬ 
tion,  and  it  is  significant  that  the  largest  single  grant  made  by  it 
during  the  year  under  review  was  for  the  purpose  of  establishing 
a  Teachers  Insurance  and  Annuity  Association  Fund  and  that 
this  step  was  taken  before  the  Association  Report  had  been 
written. 

The  writer  believes  that  he  speaks  for  his  fellow  Trustees 
as  well  as  for  himself  in  stating  that  the  Corporation  is  prepared 
to  make  every  effort  to  cooperate  with  the  Association  in  the 
plan  it  has  proposed,  confident  that  in  so  doing  it  will  be  acting 
in  the  interest  of  both  organizations  and  of  the  teaching  pro¬ 
fession  which  both  are  dedicated  to  serve. 


General  Education 

The  reader  of  these  Reports  must  be  aware  that  the  Corporation 
in  carrying  out  its  responsibilities  to  education  has  been  steadily 
moving  from  its  original  practice  of  making  gifts  to  institutions 
for  their  general  purposes  toward  a  concentration  of  its  efforts 
upon  advancing  the  cause  of  general  education  through  re¬ 
search,  through  support  of  experimental  programs,  and  in  other 
ways. 

During  the  year  little  has  been  done  to  start  new  lines  of  in¬ 
quiry  of  this  character,  but  much  has  been  learned  from  the  prog¬ 
ress  of  enterprises  supported  in  previous  years. 

The  Pennsylvania  Study  is  still  fruitfully  engaged  upon  the 
digestion  and  exposition  of  the  unique  material  it  has  gathered 
together,  and  the  interesting  plan  of  the  Progressive  Education 
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Association  to  throw  light  on  another  angle  of  the  relations 
between  school  and  college  has  been  launched.  The  Adjust¬ 
ment  Service  maintained  in  New  York  City  under  the  general 
direction  of  the  American  Association  for  Adult  Education  has 
proved  to  be  essentially  an  educational  enterprise,  and  the  re¬ 
ports  issued  by  its  Director,  Mr.  J.  H.  Bentley,  are  educational 
documents  of  unusual  interest.  Another  document  for  which 
the  Association  is  responsible  is  a  report  upon  the  educational 
programs  of  the  CCC  Camps.  Few  people  realize  that  this  is 
no  longer  an  experiment  quite  incidental  to  the  major  purpose  of 
the  camp,  but  has  become  a  substantial  part  of  the  national 
offering  in  education,  destined  to  effect  our  thinking  and  prac¬ 
tice  in  ways  not  now  foreseen. 

Both  in  the  support  of  general  education  studies  and  in  its 
grants  to  specific  institutions,  the  Corporation  works  in  close 
accord  with  the  Carnegie  Foundation.  The  Foundation  does 
not  itself  make  grants,  but  the  conclusions  reached  in  its  pro¬ 
fessional  studies  can  and  do  influence  the  policies  of  the  sister 
institution.  As  an  example,  the  statement  by  President  Jessup 
in  the  Twenty-ninth  Annual  Report  of  the  Foundation  as  to  the 
possibilities  of  cooperation  among  colleges,  not  only  to  reduce 
expense  but  definitely  to  provide  better  opportunities  to  the 
student,  should,  as  occasion  offers,  point  the  way  to  useful 
activities  on  the  part  of  the  Corporation.  Real  cooperation, 
involving  giving  as  well  as  taking  between  separate  institutions 
jealous  of  their  independence,  proud  of  their  record,  and  set  in 
their  ways,  is  no  easy  achievement.  As  evidence  that  it  is  not 
impossible,  we  need  but  look  across  the  Atlantic  and  observe 
what  has  taken  place  with  reference  to  the  great  hospital- 
medical  schools  of  London.  To  one  who  knows  anything  of  the 
traditions  of  Bart’s  and  Guy’s  and  St.  Thomas,  the  fact  that 
they  are  today  pooling  their  interests  in  the  common  cause  is  a 
profoundly  encouraging  phenomenon. 
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Many  studies  have  been  made  directly  by  the  Foundation  or 
through  support  grants  from  the  Corporation  and  other  trusts 
as  to  the  relationship  in  some  particular  calling  between  pro¬ 
fessional  theory  and  practice  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  content 
and  the  standards  of  professional  education  on  the  other,  but 
thus  far  no  serious  attempt  has  been  made  to  face  the  problem  as 
a  whole.  That  such  an  attack  if  successful  would  lead  not  only 
to  economy  but  to  efficiency  there  can  be  no  question.  How  vast 
and  how  complicated  the  problem  is  has  been  made  abundantly 
clear  by  the  recent  publication  of  The  Professions  *  Were  any 
such  enterprise  to  be  undertaken,  the  several  professional  socie¬ 
ties  would,  of  necessity,  have  a  leading  part,  and  the  question 
arises  as  to  how  well  prepared  they  are  to  play  it.  Such  socie¬ 
ties  include  both  practitioners  and  teachers  in  their  member¬ 
ship,  and  in  theory  the  two  groups  think  and  work  together;  in 
practice  they  are  often  farther  apart  than  either  realizes,  and 
though  naturally  the  professors  form  but  a  small  minority  in 
the  total  membership,  they  nearly  always  have  the  say.  In  any 
conscious  effort  to  work  together,  as  in  the  appointment  of  a 
joint  committee  to  conduct  some  particular  study  or  to  prepare 
some  particular  report,  the  practitioner  is  much  inclined  to  let 
the  professor  do  the  job;  the  professor  has  time,  the  work 
would  add  to  his  reputation,  and  he  never  lacks  views  upon  the 
subject,  whatever  it  may  be.  A  question  he  too  seldom  asks  is 
whether  the  professor  is  sufficiently  representative  of  the  pro¬ 
fession  as  a  whole  as  it  is  practiced  today.  As  to  the  degree  to 
which  different  professional  associations,  composed  of  prac¬ 
titioners  and  teachers,  are  aware  of  the  work  or  even  of  the 
existence  of  corresponding  groups  in  other  professions,  a  founda¬ 
tion  executive  is  tempted  to  believe  that  each  separate  group 
goes  its  own  way  in  almost  complete  ignorance  of  what  the  ex-

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perience  of  others  might  teach,  and  with  no  thought  whatever  of 
the  possibility  of  an  attack  along  a  united  front.  In  the  matter 
of  the  granting  or  withholding  of  recognition  by  a  national 
association  to  the  professional  schools  in  its  field,  we  have  al¬ 
most  as  many  types  of  relationship  as  we  have  professions.  Is 
it  possible  that  each  profession  has  managed  to  adopt  the  sys¬ 
tem  best  suited  to  its  particular  needs,  and  that  it  has  as  a 
consequence  nothing  to  learn  from  the  others? 

During  the  year,  the  writer  has  had  opportunity  to  observe  at 
first  hand  the  progress  of  a  number  of  educational  enterprises 
supported  by  it  and  conducted  outside  the  United  States. 
During  its  brief  existence,  the  Australian  Council  for  Educa¬ 
tional  Research  has  made  for  itself  a  firm  place  in  the  intellec¬ 
tual  life  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  the  corresponding  Council 
for  New  Zealand  has  now  been  completely  organized  and  is  be¬ 
ginning  its  work.  The  Conference  on  Native  Education  at 
Salisbury  in  Southern  Rhodesia,  which  the  writer  was  able  to 
attend,  was  one  of  the  most  impressive  in  his  experience.  The 
1 21  delegates  represented  16  different  political  units,  and  the 
formal  reports,  discussions  and  criticisms  were  all  of  a  high 
order.  The  active  participation  of  Bantu  men  and  women  was 
most  significant.  It  is  undoubtedly  the  most  important  gather¬ 
ing  in  this  field  since  that  at  Le  Zoute  in  1926. 

The  study  of  examinations  has  been  going  forward  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Foundation  and  the  Institute  of  International 
Education,  and  the  third  general  session,  held  at  Folkestone 
June  7-9,  1935,  demonstrated  the  fundamental  importance  of 
this  undertaking.  While  under  its  Charter  the  Corporation  can 
take  cognizance  only  of  its  significance  as  a  contribution  to 
comparative  education,  the  practical  results  in  the  countries 
which  are  participating,  most  notably  in  France  and  England, 
are  certain  to  be  far-reaching.  On  June  11,  1935,  the  second 
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session  of  the  conference  on  the  teaching  of  English  as  a  foreign 
language  took  place.  The  undertaking  is  an  exceedingly  diffi¬ 
cult  one,  both  because  of  the  nature  of  the  subject  and  because 
of  misunderstanding  as  to  its  purposes;  definite  progress,  how¬ 
ever,  has  evidently  been  made  during  the  past  year,  and  the 
University  of  London  is  now  ready  to  provide  a  center  for 
further  study. 

Progress  can  be  reported  in  another  educational  enterprise, 
conducted  under  the  auspices  of  the  International  Missionary 
Council,  to  test  the  possibilities  of  the  moving  picture  as  a 
factor  in  the  adjustment  of  the  African  Native  to  the  new  world 
with  which  he  is  inevitably  coming  into  contact. 

The  American  College 

Since  the  discussion  of  the  American  college  in  the  1934  Report 
received  an  unwonted  degree  of  attention  in  the  daily  press  and 
elsewhere,  some  further  observations  upon  the  subject  may  be 
appropriate. 

An  examination  of  the  records  will  show  that  the  grants  of  the 
Corporation  in  support  of  experimental  college  programs  have 
in  general  been  made,  not  to  institutions  with  large  resources, 
the  University  of  Chicago  being  an  exception,  but  to  smaller  in¬ 
stitutions,  Bard,  Colgate,  Stephens,  Southwestern,  for  example, 
whose  experience,  if  successful,  may  be  widely  copied  or  adapted 
throughout  the  country.  The  same  thing  can  be  said  in  general 
of  the  grants  made  in  recent  years  for  the  purchase  of  books,  for 
art  and  music  sets,  and  for  experimental  programs  in  some  par¬ 
ticular  field,  usually  the  fine  arts.  In  this  connection,  it  may  be 
of  interest  to  present  some  figures  from  a  recent  analysis  of  the 
grants  of  the  Corporation,  made  by  its  Secretary.  There  are 
some  800  colleges  of  the  liberal  arts  in  the  United  States,  of 
which  522  are  recognized  as  of  satisfactory  standard  by  some 
national  or  regional  accrediting  body.  Of  these,  234  have  been 
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aided  financially  by  the  Carnegie  Corporation.  In  its  earlier 
years,  the  aid  usually  took  the  form  of  a  substantial  grant  for  a 
building,  or,  later,  for  general  endowment.  In  recent  years 
gifts  have  usually  been  smaller  in  amount,  much  more  widely 
distributed,  and  for  some  specific  purpose. 

During  the  past  decade,  a  number  of  colleges  have  boldly 
started  out  to  be  different  from  the  prevailing  type,  rather  than 
to  conform  to  it,  a  good  thing  in  itself;  Antioch,  Rollins,  Ben¬ 
nington,  Reed,  will  serve  as  examples.  An  even  more  important 
phenomenon,  however,  is  the  gradual  change  in  the  objectives  of 
what  may  be  called  the  more  “conservative”  colleges.  For  as 
long  as  the  writer  can  remember,  there  have  been  instances  of 
greater  concentration  of  effort  upon  the  individual  student  and 
his  needs,  as  contrasted  with  a  protection  of  the  sanctity  of  the 
curriculum,  but  it  is  only  within  the  past  year  or  so  that  this 
can  be  said  to  be  general  rather  than  exceptional. 

On  their  periodical  visits,  college  presidents  today  talk  of 
different  things  than  formerly,  and,  making  all  allowances  for 
a  desire  to  direct  conversation  along  lines  in  which  founda¬ 
tions  are  known  to  be  interested,  this  change  is  in  itself  sig¬ 
nificant;  and,  to  judge  by  recent  selections,  it  appears  that 
presidents  are  today  being  chosen  by  boards  of  trustees  more 
for  what  may  be  called  their  educational  imagination,  than  for 
any  hoped  for  capacity  to  raise  large  funds. 

The  change  is  due,  doubtless,  to  a  number  of  different  influ¬ 
ences.  One  factor  is  certainly  a  new  attitude  on  the  part  of  the 
student  himself;  the  new  generation  is  wider-ranging  in  its  in¬ 
terests,  has  a  refreshing  sense  of  reality,  and  a  growing  appre¬ 
ciation  of  the  nature  of  its  four-year  investment.  The  influence 
of  parents  is  also  a  factor,  and  we  must  remember  that  young¬ 
sters  who  were  the  objects  of  solicitude  in  the  early  days  of 
parent-teacher  activities  are  themselves  now  going  to  college. 
Another  factor  is,  doubtless,  the  existence  of  such  nation-wide 
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waves  of  interest  on  the  part  of  the  community  as  a  whole,  as 
would  account,  in  part  at  least,  for  increased  attention  in  the 
colleges  to  music,  dramatics  and  pictorial  arts.  Some  credit, 
of  course,  must  be  given  to  the  faculty,  particularly  to  the 
younger  members. 

Whatever  the  reason  or  combination  of  reasons,  there  can  be 
no  question  that  a  leaven  is  working  in  the  American  college, 
which  is  after  all  our  most  characteristic  contribution  to  the 
world’s  array  of  educational  institutions,  and  discriminating  in¬ 
dividual  donors  and  foundations  alike  have  today  opportunity 
to  make  useful  contributions,  modest  in  amount  as  compared 
with  the  spectacular  gifts  of  former  years,  but  of  equal  or  per¬ 
haps  greater  significance. 

The  British  Dominions  and  Colonies 

During  the  year,  the  President  spent  three  months  in  New  Zea¬ 
land  and  Australia,  the  first  time  that  an  officer  of  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  has  had  opportunity  to  visit  these  Dominions.  During  a 
shorter  period,  he  revisited  British  Africa,  and  later,  in  company 
with  the  President  of  the  Carnegie  Foundation,  devoted  some 
time  to  those  growing  activities  of  the  Corporation  which  find 
their  natural  center  in  London,  as  the  capital  of  the  British 
Empire.  A  separate  report  upon  this  trip  has  been  prepared 
which  may  be  briefly  summarized  as  follows: 

In  the  visit  to  the  three  Southern  Dominions,  his  main  pur¬ 
pose  was  to  emphasize  the  dependence  of  the  Corporation  upon 
their  own  sense  of  responsibility  and  initiative.  What  is  needed 
is  not  only  the  opinion  of  the  expert  upon  any  question,  but 
also  the  active  and  disinterested  cooperation  of  laymen,  whose 
judgment  can  be  accepted  as  representative  of  enlightened 
public  opinion,  not  merely  in  any  single  locality  but  in  the  Do¬ 
minion  as  a  whole.  The  efforts  of  the  Corporation  have  thus  far 
proved  more  successful  in  the  Union  of  South  Africa  than  in 
any  other  Dominion. 
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He  had  also  an  opportunity  to  examine  on  the  spot  the 
progress  of  certain  activities  already  supported  by  the  Cor¬ 
poration.  Reference  has  been  made  earlier  in  this  Report  to 
the  work  of  the  Australian  Council  for  Educational  Research 
and  the  corresponding  Council  for  New  Zealand.  In  South 
Africa  in  cooperation  with  the  Union  Government,  the  organ¬ 
ization  of  a  Bureau  of  Social  Inquiry  is  a  direct  result  of  the 
influence  of  the  report  of  the  Commission  of  Investigation  on 
the  Poor  White  Problem  in  South  Africa.*  Among  major 
activities  of  a  more  general  character  must  be  included  the 
grants-in-aid  to  individuals  for  study  and  travel,  fortunately 
never  reduced  to  any  hard  and  fast  system  of  selection. 

The  visit  confirmed  the  impression  that  the  Corporation  has 
been  most  successful  in  the  British  Empire  when  the  enter¬ 
prises  there  are  in  line  with  the  activities  taken  up  in  the  United 
States.  But  there  are  one  or  two  exceptions  to  be  noted.  The 
most  striking  is  the  series  of  grants  in  the  interest  of  the  educa¬ 
tion  of  the  Native  Africans,  usually  in  the  form  of  contributions, 
matched  by  the  Government  concerned,  for  the  establishment 
of  special  schools  for  the  training  of  native  supervisors  and 
community  workers.  These  culminated  in  the  remarkable  con¬ 
ference  held  in  May-June,  1935,  at  Salisbury,  the  capital  of 
Southern  Rhodesia,  already  mentioned.  In  its  conclusions,  the 
conference  made  a  two-fold  emphasis,  first  upon  the  underlying 
unity  of  the  problem  throughout  British  Africa,  and,  second, 
upon  the  need  of  a  realistic  approach  to  each  situation,  since 
local  conditions  differ  sharply  and  require  different  treatment 
in  detail.  “The  main  objective  of  native  education  should  be 
to  produce  a  good  African  and  not  an  imitation  or  marginal 
European.”  The  report  adds,  however,  that  since  Africans  and 
Europeans  have  to  live  together  in  the  same  country,  desirable 
elements  of  Western  civilization  should  not  be  withheld  from 
Africans,  while  some  elements  of  African  culture  are  desirable 
for  the  inevitable  common  civilization  of  the  African  conti¬ 
nent. 

The  second  exception  is  that  the  success  of  the  demonstration

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of  rural  adult  education  in  the  southern  island  of  New  Zealand 
has  not  been  handicapped  by  the  fact  that  the  program  is 
largely  concerned  with  domestic  science,  a  subject  in  which  the 
Corporation  can  claim  no  competence  whatever  in  the  United 
States. 

In  other  respects,  progress  has  been  less  striking.  The  library 
movement  is  very  slow  as  contrasted  with  that  in  Canada.  In 
these  Southern  Dominions,  we  have  not  only  the  eighteenth 
century  type  of  support  by  individual  subscription,  abandoned 
elsewhere  in  the  civilized  world,  but  we  have  also,  and  perhaps 
this  is  more  fundamental,  a  lack  in  the  communities  themselves 
of  that  sense  of  responsibility  which  comes  with  local  taxation 
for  educational  and  cultural  purposes.  This  situation  affects 
not  only  the  libraries  but  museums  and  similar  institutions  as 
well.  Adult  education  is  still  too  closely  identified  with  a  single 
type,  the  British  conception  of  Workers’  Education,  for  much 
progress  to  be  expected.  Although  the  activities  in  scientific 
research  in  South  Africa  conducted  under  the  friendly  guidance 
of  the  Research  Grant  Board  have  been  very  satisfactory,  it  has 
not  as  yet  been  possible  to  develop  a  coordinated  program  in  the 
other  Dominions.  In  the  fine  arts,  little  has  thus  far  been  ac¬ 
complished  beyond  the  distribution  of  material  for  study  in  the 
pictorial  arts  and  music.  These  sets,  however,  have  been  en¬ 
thusiastically  welcomed  and  are  actively  used.  As  yet,  the 
Corporation  enjoys  no  such  close  relations  with  universities  and 
colleges  as  it  does  in  the  United  States  and,  to  some  degree,  in 
Canada.  One  reason  for  the  lack  of  progress  at  this  point  is, 
undoubtedly,  the  absence  of  administrative  unity  and  direction, 
this  being  particularly  true  in  New  Zealand  and  in  certain  of  the 
Australian  institutions.  Some  promising  enterprises  have,  how¬ 
ever,  been  undertaken  and  others  are  in  prospect,  and  there  is 
evidence  of  interesting  possibilities  in  secondary  and  vocational 
education  which  have  not  as  yet  been  explored. 

Not  only  are  these  Southern  Dominions  isolated  from  the  rest 
of  the  English-speaking  world,  but  among  all  four  Dominions, 
there  is  a  lack  of  common  understanding  that  cannot  be 
accounted  for  by  the  accidents  of  geographical  location  alone. 
Indeed,  the  breach  between  Australia  and  New  Zealand,  only

1,200  miles  apart,  seems  to  be  almost  as  sharp  as  any  of  the 
others.  Anything  which  the  Corporation  can  do  to  bring  the 
Dominions  into  closer  cultural  relations  with  one  another,  as 
well  as  with  Britain  and  the  United  States,  would  conform  with 
the  broad  responsibilities  entrusted  to  it  by  Andrew  Carnegie, 
and  would,  moreover,  be  in  accord  with  one  of  his  own  deepest 
desires. 

In  Canada  and  Newfoundland,  the  continuing  programs  are 
so  closely  interwoven  with  the  corresponding  activities  in  the 
United  States  as  really  to  form  a  single  whole.  Satisfactory 
progress  can  be  reported  in  the  regional  library  demonstrations 
in  British  Columbia  and  in  Prince  Edward  Island,  and  in  the 
various  educational  activities  in  Newfoundland,  in  the  adminis¬ 
tration  of  fellowships  and  museum  grants  and  in  the  scholarly 
study  of  Canadian-American  relations  to  which  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  is  contributing  through  the  Carnegie  Endowment  for  Inter¬ 
national  Peace.  The  formation  of  a  Dominion-wide  Canadian 
Association  for  Adult  Education  is  worthy  of  record. 

Upon  the  request  of  any  university  or  research  institution  in 
the  Dominions  for  the  services  of  some  scholar  of  distinction 
exiled  from  Germany,  the  Corporation  has  agreed  to  provide  an 
appropriate  professorial  salary  for  two  years,  provided  there 
seems  to  be  a  reasonable  certainty  that  should  the  services  of 
the  newcomer  prove  satisfactory  a  permanent  place  will  be 
found  for  him.  Several  appointments  have  already  been  made 
and  a  number  of  other  cases  are  under  examination.  The  experi¬ 
ment  is  an  interesting  one,  and  may  prove  to  have  far-reaching 
results. 

Four  years  ago,  at  the  suggestion  of  one  of  its  Trustees,  the 
Corporation  adopted  the  policy  of  seeking  information  at  the 
heart  of  the  British  Empire  with  reference  to  the  administration 
of  its  Fund  for  the  British  Dominions  and  Colonies.  The  meet- 
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ings  in  London  during  June,  1935,  have  proved  particularly  use¬ 
ful  in  this  respect.  So  far  as  the  Dominions  are  concerned,  these 
informal  discussions  have  helped  the  Corporation  to  retain  a 
sense  of  proportion  in  its  program  as  a  whole,  and  have  called 
attention  to  specific  opportunities  hitherto  unobserved.  As  to 
the  widely  scattered  Colonies,  the  help  received  in  London  is 
invaluable,  and  the  Corporation  is  under  ever-growing  obliga¬ 
tion  to  the  permanent  staff  of  the  Colonial  Office.  Certain  serv¬ 
ices  affecting  all  Dominions  and  Colonies  can  best  be  supported 
in  London,  and,  with  the  approval  of  the  British  United  King¬ 
dom  Trust,  the  Corporation  is  contributing  to  the  University  of 
London  for  the  support  of  services  of  this  character.  Reference 
has  already  been  made  to  three  important  studies  supported  by 
the  Corporation  and  centered  in  London,  namely,  that  on 
examinations,  on  the  teaching  of  English  as  a  foreign  language, 
and  the  comprehensive  study  of  Africa.  In  all  these  matters 
the  Corporation  is  indebted  to  Chatham  House  and  to  its  Secre¬ 
tary  for  hospitality  and  facilities,  and  with  respect  to  the  exam¬ 
inations  study  to  the  Director  of  the  American  University  Union 
as  well. 

Conclusion 

With  any  such  profound  dislocations  of  our  accustomed  habits 
of  thought  and  action  as  we  have  been  experiencing  during  the 
past  few  years,  foundation  trustees  and  executives  alike  must, 
as  citizens,  be  deeply  concerned.  As  individuals  they  should 
follow  their  convictions  as  to  their  own  part  in  accelerating  or 
retarding  the  new  trends.  In  their  corporate  capacity,  however, 
there  is  little  that  they  can  or  should  do  immediately — they 
must  bide  their  time.  The  first  shocks  perforce  throw  our 
leaders  far  to  the  left  or  to  the  right,  and  we  find  men  and 
women,  equally  sincere  and  usually  equally  angry,  walking  as 
far  apart  as  the  width  of  the  road  will  permit.  At  this  stage,  for 
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an  endowed  foundation  as  such  to  take  sides  upon  any  ques¬ 
tion  which  is  sub  judice  would  be  contrary  to  public  policy.  The 
attempts  that  have  been  made  to  support  research  which  might 
throw  dispassionate  light  upon  topics  in  controversy  have  not 
been  very  successful;  for  one  thing,  the  researcher  is  himself  a 
citizen  with  his  own  strong  views  as  to  what  should  be  done,  and 
this  is  likely  to  have  its  influence,  if  not  upon  his  logic,  at  least 
upon  his  selection  of  material;  for  another,  any  research  under 
forced  draft,  as  Mr.  Hoover  used  to  call  it,  is  seldom  research  at 
all  in  the  real  sense  of  the  term;  for  a  third,  the  results  are 
seized  upon  and  exploited  by  one  side  or  another  before  oppor¬ 
tunity  can  be  given  for  study  and  check  by  other  experts  in  the 
field. 

This,  by  the  way,  is  not  a  theoretical  situation  for  a  trust  like 
our  own;  it  is  a  very  practical  one.  It  affects  our  program  in 
general  education  and  in  certain  specific  fields  of  educational 
activity,  in  economics  and  in  the  social  sciences  generally;  it 
may  even  close  the  door  for  the  moment  to  certain  branches  of 
scientific  inquiry. 

History  can  teach  us,  however,  that  the  state  just  described 
is  never  permanent.  A  little  later  on,  in  any  great  movement, 
progress  is  again  made  along  the  middle  of  the  road,  and  in  such 
progress  the  foundation  can  take  its  part.  Already  signs  are 
not  lacking  that  a  few  courageous  individuals  are  leaving  the 
comparative  security  of  the  side  of  the  road  and  venturing  into 
the  middle,  to  be  shot  at  impartially  from  either  side.  And 
whenever  the  solution  of  any  question  of  general  public  moment 
can  enlist  the  interest  of  a  substantial  body  of  good  citizens, 
who  are  well  informed,  and  neither  angry  nor  excited,  with 
whom  the  foundation  can  take  counsel  and  with  whom  it  can 
work,  then,  and  only  then,  can  it  properly  make  its  own  par¬ 
ticular  contribution. 
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Fortunately,  contributions  toward  building  up  a  body  of  doc¬ 
trine  as  to  foundation  policies  are  not  confined  to  the  efforts  of 
foundation  officers  to  throw  light  upon  the  subject.  The  con¬ 
clusions  of  the  Social  Science  Research  Council  in  1934  as  to  the 
relations  of  foundations  to  that  Council,  reprinted  in  the 
Appendix,  page  61,  furnish  timely  evidence  that  the  typical 
problems  incident  to  organized  giving  are  being  faced  today, 
not  only  by  the  producer  but  by  the  consumer  as  well. 

The  closing  months  of  the  year  have  been  devoted  largely  to 
preparations  for  the  centenary  of  Andrew  Carnegie’s  birth,  to  be 
celebrated  November  2^-27,  1935.  Trustees  and  staff  alike  are 
already  enjoying  a  foretaste  of  what  the  centenary  itself  should 
accomplish,  not  only  in  doing  honor  to  the  memory  of  the 
Founder,  but  in  spreading  anew  the  contagion  of  his  enthusiasm 
for  the  purposes  which  moved  him  so  deeply  and  to  which  the 
trusts  he  created  are  dedicated.

PROPOSALS  PRESENTED,  1934-35 

During  the  fiscal  year,  2,090  proposals  were  considered  by 
the  Corporation.  Of  these  proposals,  275  resulted  in  grants, 
1,189  received  unfavorable  consideration,  5  were  withdrawn, 
3  were  referred  to  other  organizations,  and  618  were  carried 
over  for  consideration  in  1935-36,  or  thereafter. 

The  275  grants  do  not  include  payments  from  discretionary 
funds,  visitors’  grants,  nor  the  distribution  of  art  and  music 
sets.  There  are  before  the  Corporation  at  present  420  requests 
for  art  and  music  sets.

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RELATIONS  OF  FOUNDATIONS  TO  THE  SOCIAL  SCIENCE 

RESEARCH  COUNCIL 

( Conclusions  formulated  at  the  1934  Lake  George  Conference.) 

As  public  trusts,  Foundations  recognize  an  obligation  to  sup¬ 
port  projects  which  they  can  defend  as  justifiable.  Projects 
are  justifiable  in  the  degree  in  which  they  promise  to  yield 
results  of  value  to  society. 

Projects  may  result  in  concrete  things,  as  buildings,  equip¬ 
ment,  collections  of  materials;  or  they  may  result  in  extension 
of  knowledge  and  understanding. 

Of  the  latter  type  are  research  projects  aimed  directly  at 
extension  of  knowledge  through  objective,  scientific,  proced¬ 
ures;  projects  to  aid  in  such  extension  of  knowledge  through 
better  preparation  of  research  workers  as  by  grants  for  further 
training  and  by  provision  for  conference  between  workers  in 
special  and  general  fields;  and  projects  designed  to  clarify  par¬ 
ticular  problems  of  governmental  or  social  policy,  into  which 
enter  not  only  knowledge  but  also  opinion  and  judgment  based 
on  evaluations  of  human  and  social  needs  and  desires. 

The  role  of  the  Social  Science  Research  Council  is  essentially 
that  of  a  general  staff  planning  the  advance  of  research  on  the 
problems  of  man  in  contact  with  man.  As  a  part  of  this  task, 
it  is  concerned  with  the  attendant  problems  of  preparation  and 
organization  of  research  materials  and  men. 

In  relation  to  the  Foundations  the  Council  serves  as  an 
agency  for  assembling  the  best  thought  of  the  scientific  world 
on  problems  common  to  the  Foundations  and  the  Council.  It 
considers  and  reports  on  proposals  referred  to  it  by  the  Founda¬ 
tions,  and  itself  presents  to  the  Foundations  recommendations 
arising  from  its  own  strategic  planning. 
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NEW  FOUNDATIONS,  ETC.,  1934-35 

The  new  endowments  announced  to  the  public  during  the 
year  under  review  include  three  of  unusual  interest.  The  Frank 
E.  Gannett  Newspaper  Foundation  joins  the  group  of  trusts 
closely  identified  with  some  particular  business  enterprise,  but 
making  provision,  and  in  this  particular  case  generous  provision, 
for  contributions  for  “public  charitable,  educational  and  general 
philanthropic  purposes.” 

The  establishment  of  the  Davison  Fund  in  October,  1934, 
was,  in  effect,  the  funding  of  certain  philanthropic  activities 
hitherto  financed  personally  by  John  D.  Rockefeller,  Jr.  Since 
these  activities  have  for  years  been  wisely  selected,  carefully 
supervised,  and  generously  supported,  this  permanent  provision 
for  the  continuance  of  the  program  is  a  cause  for  general 
satisfaction. 

Andrew  W.  Mellon  has  announced  the  gift  to  the  American 
public  of  his  priceless  collection  of  pictures,  and  through  the 
Mellon  Public  Educational  and  Charitable  Trust  (organized  in 
1930),  he  has  also  made  provision  for  the  erection  of  a  gallery 
in  Washington,  and  for  adequate  endowment.  In  the  field  of  the 
arts,  this  is  without  question  the  greatest  single  gift  of  our  time.
